EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

3. Claims 2, 4 and 6-9 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claim 4, the prior art of record does not teach nor render obvious the claimed 
combination wherein comprising the guide element comprises a locking spring, and the 
lever adapter comprises a locking stud. Regarding claim 6, the prior art of record does 
not teach nor render obvious the claimed combination wherein comprising on the guide 
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element a positioning carrier is provided that engages a corresponding recess in the 
first clamping plate element.
